The  scholarship  was  established  by  the  Alumni 
Association  about  15  years  ago,  and  is  awarded 
annually  in  memory  of  Miss  Stevens,  longtime 
Dean  of  Women  and  instructor  at  Copiah-Lincoln.

The  presidents  of  Mississippi's  sixteen  public 
junior  colleges  recently  met  with  the  State  Budget 
Commission  to  discuss  their  request  for  $31.1 
million  in  state  appropriations  for  1978-79,  a  $6.4 
million  increase  over  the  current  year.  Most  of  the 
increase  will  be  used  for  a  7  percent  raise  for  the 
junior  college  teachers,  according  to  Dr.  George 
Moody,  State  Director  of  Junior  Colleges. 

We  know  this  is  a  substantial  increase,"  said 
Dr.  William  Scaggs,  president  of  Meridian  Junior 
College,  "but  we  think  it's  conserative  in  the  sense 
that  it  represents  what  we  see  as  the  needs  for  the 
people  we  deal  with."  Last  year  nearly  47.000 
Mississippiians  attended  one  of  the  state's  sixteen 
public  junior  colleges. 

The  junior  colleges,  who  receive  local  district 
funding  based  on  property  assessment,  encouraged 
legislators  to  pass  a  uniform  assessment  law  for 
each  county.  The  presidents  further  urged  the 
legislature  to  authorize  fiscal  independence  for 
each  junior  college  board  of  trustees.  Currently  the 
boards  work  through  the  county  boards  of  super- 
visors to  decide  the  level  of  taxes  for  support. 
Scaggs  pointed  out  that  only  two  public  junior 
colleges  -  Meridian  and  Mississippi  Gulf  Coast  - 
have  fiscal  independence.

Copiah  County 

To  Build  New 
High  School 

At  Wesson 

Electors  in  the  Copiah  County 
School  District  voted  overwhelmingly 
in  favor  of  a  $1.2  million  bond  issue  on 
November  8  to  finance  construction 
projects  at  Wesson  and  Crystal 
Springs. 

Of  the  approximately  7000  eligible 
voters  in  the  district,  a  total  of  2,589 
voted— 1,927  for  and  662  against,  or  a 
74.4  percent  majority. 

Improvements  to  be  financed  by  the 
bond  issue  include  additional 
classrooms  at  Wesson  to  house  grades 
nine  through  12  and  to  relieve  over- 
crowding in  the  existing  elementary 
grades. 

Improvements  on  the  Wesson 
campus  are  expected  to  cost  in  the 
vicinity  of  a  million  dollars,  and  the 
junior  high  and  high  school  facilities 
are  to  be  built  on  a  35-40  acre  tract  of 
land  already  owned  by  the  Copiah 
County  schools  and  adjoining  the 
existing  elementary  school. 

Adding  grades  nine  through  12  to 
the  Wesson  Public  Schools  is  a  move 
that  is  of  importance  to  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Junior  College  as  well  as  to 
Copiah  County. 

The  Southern  Association  ac- 
creditation board  has  suggested  on 
two  different  occasions  that  Co-Lin 
make  plans  for  ending  the  mixing  of 
college  and  high  school  students.  Co- 
Lin  has  offered  both  a  high  school  and 
junior  college  division  since  1928. 

Of  the  sixteen  public  Mississippi 
junior  colleges,  only  Co-Lin  and 
Itawamba  still  have  a  high  school 
division  remaining  on  the  campus. 

Dr.  Billy  Thames,  Co-Lin  president 
expressed  pleasure  at  the  passing  of 
the  bond  issue.  "A  75  percent 
majority  is  a  tremendous  vote  of 
confidence  by  the  people  of  Copiah 
County  in  their  school  system. 
Having  its  own  high  school,"  con- 
tinued Thames,  "separated  from  the 
college  campus  will  mean  a  lot  to  the 
Town  of  Wesson." 

"While  we  have  been  proud  to  have 
the  high  school  division  on  the  college 
campus,  I  feel  that  this  will  be  a  very 
beneficial  move  in  behalf  of  the  high

Construction  is  nearing  completion 
on  the  R.  E.  "Bob"  Anderson  Building 
on  the  Wesson  Campus.

The  building,  named  after  longtime 
state  representative  and  a  former 
CLJC  Alumni  Association  president, 
will  be  ready  for  occupancy  for  the 
second  semester.  The  $425,000  brick 
structure  is  located  on  Oswalt  Drive, 
directly  behind  the  president's  old 
home. 

Under  a  building  committee  report, 
with  C.  C.  Graves,  Jr.,  of  Crystal 
Springs  as  chairman,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  recently  approved  the  firm 
of  Canizaro-Trigani  Architects  for 
work  on  the  proposed  student  center 
and  renovation  of  the  existing 
Callendar  Hall.  A  proposed  budget  of 

school  students  involved.  They  will 
now  have  an  identity  of  their  own  and 
this  will  add  to  the  future  success  of 
the  high  school.  We  will,  of  course, 
continue  to  cooperate  in  any  way 
possible." 

Target  date,  according  to  a 
spokesman  in  the  Copiah  County 
Superintendent's  office,  for  beginning 
classes  in  a  Wesson  High  School  is 
with  the  1979-80  school  year. 


$1.5  million  was  approved  for  the  two 
projects. 

The  much-needed  student  center 
which  will  include  a  new  college 
cafeteria  will  be  located  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  president's  old  home, 
and  will  be  named  for  the  late  W.  S. 
Henley,  president  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  forty  years.  Callendar 
Hall  (the  present  cafeteria)  will  be 
renovated  for  recreational  facilities. 

Also  approved  was  $150,000  for 
repairs  on  Mullen  Gymnasium. 

Revenue  for  the  above  projects  will 
come  from  House  Bill  307,  with  funds 
already  on  hand;  selling  of  bonds. 
and  House  Bills  1504-H  and  1399.  Bids 
are  to  be  taken  as  soon  as  the  ar- 
chitect's drawings  are  complete. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  also  has 
future  plans  for  building  at  the 
Natchez  Campus.  The  1976-77  State 
Legislature  gave  Adams  County  and 
the  City  of  Natchez  the  authority  to 
purchase  160  acres  of  land  on  the  Belt 
Line  Road  south  of  Natchez.  The 
property  wiH  be  used  to  construct  a 
joint-campus  between  Co-Lin  and  the 
University   of  Southern   Mississippi. 

Presently  Co-Lin  -  Natchez  is 
housed  in  the  Central  School  in 
Washington,  while  the  USM  Center  is 
located  in  Duncan  Park  in  Natchez.

New  records  set  during  the  1977 
season  included  the  120  high  hurdles 
by  Johnson  of  Holmes  JC  in  14:9.5;

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Through  a  cooperative  agreement  between 
Copiah-Lincoln  and  the  University  of  Southern 
Mississippi,  complete  course  work  for  a  bachelor's 
or  master's  degree  (in  certain  areas)  is  now 
available  in  the  Natchez  area. 

This  higher  education  program,  known  as  "2 
plus  2"  means  two  years  at  Co-Lin's  Natchez 
Campus  and  two  years  at  the  USM  Natchez  Center. 
The  freshmen  and  sophomore  level  work  is  offered 
at  Co-Lin  -  Natchez  while  the  junior  and  senior  level 
work  is  offered  by  USM. 

A  similar  program  is  also  offered  on  the  Gulf 
Coast  as  a  joint-effort  between  Miss.  Gulf  Coast 
Junior  College  and  Southern  Mississippi. 

All  plans  for  implimenting  the  "2  plus  2" 
program  were  completed  last  spring  and  the 
program  was  initiated  with  the  1977  Fall  Quarter. 
General  information  sheets,  brochures  and  pam- 
phlets have  been  prepared  to  provide  the  student

Beginning  in  July,  when  Co-Lin  -  Natchez 
students  pre-registered  for  the  fall  quarter,  students 
were  asked  to  complete  a  "2  plus  2"  information 
sheet  which,  when  appropriately  approved, 
guarantees  that  all  work  taken  at  Co-Lin  -  Natchez 
and  USM  in  a  particular  program  will  apply  toward 
the  degree. 

Upon  completion  of  54  or  more  semester  hours 
on  the  Co-Lin  Natchez  Campus,  the  student  may 
then  apply  for  admission  to  the  USM  Center.  The 
University  requires  an  overall  average  of  "C"  or 
better  on  previous  college  work. 

Courses  directed  toward  the  following  degrees 
are  now  being  offered:  business  administration, 
criminal  justice,  elementary  education,  English, 
history,  mathematics,  psychology,  political  science, 
social  studies  and  secondary  education.  Future 
programs  will  be  added  in  the  future.
